W. Leo O'Danlel has left the bar- 
rier In the United States Senate 
about as he did in the Texas Legis- 
lature.

The one was a bill making It a 


felony punishable by penitentiary 
imprisonment to use or encourage 
violence in strikes and the other a 
bill levying a tax on virtually every 
form of business transaction. 


Both bills were introduced In- 
stanter when O'Danlel landed In 
the congressional and legislative 
halls. 


Both met the same fate—death. 
The demise 
of'the anti-strike 
measuri differed, however, from 


that of the transaction tax legis- 
lation. It was quicker. 


On the third day he had been 
senator, O'Danicl offered the anti- 
strike bill as an amendment to the 
proposal extending terms (it selec- 
tive service trainees. Ho had In- 
troduced it on his second day. 


The Senate killed the amendment 
by a shouted voice voto and with- 
out discussion. O'Danlel later said 
it was done so quickly ho was re- 
minded of Hitler going through 
Holland.

The Times Herald was a small 
newspaper when Mr. Klest acquir- 
ed It. 
He mingled with all em- 


ployes and dally walked through 
the offices, chatting with execu- 
tives and the rank aid file alike. 


He took out very little of the pa- 


per's profits for himself. His wif» 
died at the time he was emerging 
from his long fight to put the pa- 
per'on a secure basis. He did not 
marry again. 


Kept Feet On Ground. 


During the boom period after 
the World War, when many firms 
and Individuals 
were 
borrowing 


money for expansion, he stood by 
his declaration to "keep his feet 
firmly on the ground." He had 
planned a new building for 
hla 


newspaper, but 
resolved 
not to 


build it until he had cash on hand 
to meet all expenses. Pleas to ac- 
cept loans were rebuffed. 


Finally, he accumulated the mon- 


ey needed for the building. It was 
erected—a marvel of modern news- 
paper plants—and paid for In cash. 


One of several sons and daugh- 
ters of a Methodist minister, Ed- 
win John A. Kiest was born In 
Cook County, III., on Sept. 24, 
1861. 


He took advantage of what fa- 


cility there was in the late sixties 
and early seventies in the way of 
a public school education. These 
advantages were not many and cir- 
cumstances made It necessary for 
him to start work at an early age. 


Sold Fupom On Streets. 


He sold papers on the streets 


and recently recalled how the clat- 
ter and clang of the presses in- 
trigued him; how the smell of the 
printer's Ink got Into his nostrils 
and how the sight of blaring, black 
type permeated his whole being 
even as a small boy. 


In 1896 he believed his opportun- 


ity to become a publisher had pre- 
sented Itself. 


The Dallas Times Herald was In 


moribund condition. He organlzec 
a stock company to get the needed 
capital he lacked and bought the 
paper 
That was on New Year's 


Day, 1896. 


He gradually bought out other 


stockholders, fought 
many hare 


battles and today The Times Her 
aid ranks with the Soulh's fore 
most newspapers.

As a reporter I could get 
the facts, but couldn't embllllsh 
them. Maybe that's why I've had to 
deal with figures—maybe It was a 
good thing after all." 


Rose From Newsboy. 


More than sixty years ago, Ed- 
win John Klcst sold newspapers 
from a bundle under his arm at 
the corner of Clark and RandolC 
Streets In Chicago. For more than 
forty years he was sole owner and 
publisher of the Dallas Times Her- 
ald, now housed In a modern news- 
paper plant into which no concrete 
was poured or steel laid until he 
had $1,000,000 in a bank to pay for 
It.His newsboy experience was the 
source of an episode In his middle 
life he often related with huge en- 
joyment. 


"Mayor 
Carter 
Harrison, 
the 


younger, of Chicago," he said, "sev- 
eral years before the World War 
got a list of old-time newspapers 
and asked us to come to Chicago 
and sell papers for one day for 
charity. 


"I took my old station and pret- 
ty soon Victor F. Lawson (late 
publisher of the Chicago Dally 
News) came along. I stopped him, 
nagged him, and finally sold him 
a copy of his own paper for $100." 


The milestones In Kicat's 
life 
paralleled the transition of Texas 
from wide open spaces and the 
cotton patch to diversified indus- 
tries and multitudinous oil fields. 
Rebuilding The Times Herald from 
Its moribund condition when he 
bought it Jan. 1, 1896, was his life 
work. He was a practical printer 
with experience In salesmanship of 
newspaper accessories, training he 
applied to creating a successful 
dally. Financed JJy Watch, 


He worked himself unsparingly, 


his watch frequently went to the 
pawn shop, and shares of wind- 
mill stock paying 20 per cent dlvl- 
dents were sacrificed at 75 cents 
on the dollar In order to keep life 
In his newspaper. He had no credit, 
he said, "but that watch represent- 
ed security. Soynetimes I got $10 
on it, sometimes more; but it was 
a savior in financial pinches." The 
watch in later years found rest In 
a safe deposit box. 
The physical equipment of the 


newspaper plant he acquired com- 
prised a "few cases of body type, 
a few display, some racks, two im- 
posing stones, a pair of chases and 
a shooting stick." 
"We made up the forms and pull- 


ed them over to the Western News- 
paper Union shop in a hand cart 
for printing," Kiest related. "But 
wo had to mako a noise to make 
people think we had a newspaper 
plant, so I bought a press for $4,- 
000. 
It wouldn't print six pages, 


however, so a paper at Fort Worth 
and one at Wnco arranged with 
the Times Herald to print two each 
when we wanted a six-page run." 
Kiest was born in Cook County, 


111., Sept. 24, 1801, the son of John 
Christian and Ann Barbara (Shar- 
key) Klest. 
' 


"My 
father was a Methodist 


clergyman," he said, "and moved 
every two years. I got such school- 
ing as was available and at 10 was 
on my own. I sold papers at Chi- 
cago, swam with other boys in the 
lake under the Illinois Central rail- 
road trestle where Grant park now 
is, and got chased down the tracks 
by policemen with 
part of 
my 


clothes In my hands." 
I'ark Mcmorliil To Wife. 
Kiest never sought public office, 


but for many years was a director 
of the Texas Agricultural and Me- 
chanical College at College Station. 


Oct. 20, 1893, he married Eliza- 
beth Patterson of Baltimore. They 
had no children, but after Mrs. 
Kiest died July 7, 1917, their mu- 
tual Interest in child welfare took 
material form in the gift of tho 
city of the 
Elizabeth 
Patterson 


Klest Memorial Park, a 248-acre 
tract In tho Oak Cliff section. 
Klest's benefactions included aid- 
ing a number of young men and 
women to obtain an education, but 
with characteristic 
reticence
